$1.53 for men paid on a day basis over 
their 1017 wage scales.

The advances are designed to re­ 
adjust “obvious . injustices” wrought 
bv the general advance granted rail­ 
road workers Alay 25, 1018.

Hines said that after dealing w ith the

wage question# will be handled in the 
future “only in the light of conditions 
hereafter arising.” 
The statem ent, however, does not 
infer the pev of employes of the Amer­ 
ican Rail way Ex pres* Company m ay 
be adjusted 
satisfactorily to them.

Spartacans Storm Newspaper

BERLIN, April l l —W ursburg has 
been captured and Munich entirely 
surrounded by forces of the deposed 
socialist government, according to ad­ 
vices received here today. 
After retreating from Nuremburg to 
Brandenburg Prem ier Hoffman of Ba­ 
varia and several of his m inisters are 
reported to have succeeded in rally­ 
ing a form idable anti-soviet army con­ 
sisting of soldiers, workmen and stu­ 
dents. 
A large force retook Wurzburg (140 
miles northw est of Munich) from the 
Bolshevik! 
after a 
brief encounter 
yesterday. 
Most of the soviet sold­ 
iers are said to have surrendered. 
Another force has surrounded Mun­ 
ich, completely isolating it. 
Government Is Moved. 
The Scheideman government, which 
has been tem porarily removed to Wei­ 
mar, was retorted today as increas 
ingly optim istic regarding the situa­ 
tion in Bavaria. 
Restoration of so­ 
cialist control is now believed to have 
at least an even chance. 
The general strike in Saxony and 
the Ruhr districts is reported to be 
growing, but the government has suc­ 
ceeded in regaining control of the 
situation in Madgeburg (capital of 
Saxony).
